STEWART TELLS 
PLANS TO AID 
COAL INDUSTRY 


March 17.—Hon. Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior, indi- 
cated in the house of commons late 
last night government plans for the 
development of the Canadian coal in- 
dustry. Tsvo lines of activity were 
proposed. 

1. Continuance of the financial 15- 
sistance provided last year for the 
transportation of Canadian coal. 

2. Legislation to assist the manu- 
facturing of cole. 

Mr. Stewart said that as a result of 
the $200,000 voted last year to assist 
in transporting coal, the market for 
Nova Scotia coal had been extended 
100 miles further westward. Owing to 
the strike in Alberta coal fields, it 
had not been possible to lend finan- 
cial assistance in transporting Alberta 
coal east. But there was to be a trial 
shipment in the spring; and if a rate 
of $6.00 a ton transportation charges 
could be obtained, plus $3.50 per ton 
for mining and loading on cars, it 
would be possible to bring Alberta 
coal into Ontario, and to meet compet- 
ition with American anthracite. Fur- 
there, if Nova Scotia fuel could be 
turned into high grade coke at Quebec 
Mr. Stewart thought that a million 
and a half tons could now be used to 
take the place of the anthracite now 
brought in from the United States. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
DEMAND REDUCED 


At the regular mecting of the pub- 
lic school board on Thursday evening 
last, the estimates for the year were 
considered and it was resolved to 
make a demand to the city council for 


the sum of $27,500, which is a reduc-}-

POOL GFFICIALS 
IN EDMONTON RE 
ELEVATOR PLANS 


Edmonton, March 17.—H. W. Wood, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Alberta wheat pool, R. D. Purdy, 
the western manager, and Geo. Me- 
Ivor, the western sales agent, are in 
Mdmonton at the present time, and 
while no information was obtainable 
at the offices of the wheat pool re- 
garding the nature of their visit to 
the northern city, except that it wa® 
in connection with “matters affecting 
the pool,” it is believed in some quar- 
ters that the object is to make ar- 
rangements with the government for 
the financing of the purchase of a 
string of country elevators. 

It is known that the question of 
acquiring the complete control of a 
number of country clevators loomed 
largely in the discussion of the trus- 
tees of the Alberta pool when they 
met in Calgary last week, It would 
require something like $2,000,000 to 
swing the scheme, so grain men have 
stated. 


Alleged Murderer of 


James Calkins Taken 


Medicine Hat, March 15.—Arrested 
late Friday on a charge of murdering 
James Calkins, C.P.R. brakeman, dur- 
ing an attempted holdun of Walsh 
station last Sunday, Joha Kollesavich 
a Russian, 21 years old, was brought 
into this city by members of the Al- 
berta provincial police on Saturday 
afternoon, 

Police officers who have been 
working on the case and who were 
present at the arrest stated that the 
alleged murdered appeared to be of 
low mentality and that he was little 
perturbed at his arrest. He was 
charged with the crime before John 
Pollock, justice of the peace, at Ir- 
vine, and remanded until March 21. 
The preliminary hearing will be con- 
tinued as soon as the case can be 
prepared,

GOV’T MEMBERS 
KILL MOTION 
FOR ECONOMY 


The government members in the 
legislature Monday afternoon defeated 
by a standing vote of 39 to 11, an 
amendment to the budget motion by 
J. C. Bowen, Liberal member for Ea- 
monton, expressing much disappoint- 
ment that the administration had 
failed to adopt a vigorous policy of 
retrenchment, and proposing that a 
reduction in the estimates ot $600,000 
be considered. 3 


The amendment was supported by 
the Liberal section of the house and 
by W. M. Davidson, Indejjendent mem- 
ber for Calgary. The? government 
opposed the proposaleto ‘the last man 
and were supported by the Labor sec- 
tion. ‘ 


The inaction on the, part of the 
government with respect to liquor 
profits, telephone rates and other 
matters of vital importance to the 
public were severely attacked by Mr, 
Marshall, who in his usual sarcastic 
manner, hurled volley after volley of 
criticism across to the government 
members. 


In referring to the telephone rates 
Mr. Marshall declared ‘that the gov- 
ernment did not have the courage at 
the present time in view of the on- 
coming election to make any state- 
ment as to whether there would be 
an increase in rates. 


“And no more has the premier the 
courage to tell the legislature what 
is to be done about the}division of the 
liquor profits. He has to do just what 
the caucus tells him to do about this” 
declared the speaker, 


The liquor traffic at the present 
time was giving a splendid revenue 
but it was not the fault of the govern- 
ment that this revenue was pouring 
in, -The government twas a prohibi- 
tionist organization, hut when the 
people asked for a! Liquor act they 
finally agreed to wayer and eventu- 
ally framed up a program. The peo- 
ple voted on, tha:#gce tin and de- 
manded a liquor act. As a result the 
government made over $1,000,000 last 
year from the operation of the act. 


“The government could not resist 
the temptation to budget for more 
money from this source this year. It 
increased the amount up to $1,600,000 
but instead of dividing up the profits 
with the municipalities as the premier 
promised, it apparently is going to 
keep all of the profits itself,” he as- 
serted, 

The minister of railways, in an 
address that was very complete and 
technical, showed that the govern- 
ment had been able to effect econom- 
jes in the adininistration of the pro- 
vincial railways, both with respect to 
operation and cost of construction, 

Mr. Smtih contended that the com- 
bined net operating deficits of the 
Alberta & Great Waterways and the 
Lacombe & Northwestern railways 
had been reduced from an average of 
$143,723.11 per annum to $22,089.72. 

It was the contention of the minis- 
ter of railways that not only had the 
present administration reduced costs 
but had been able to establish and 
maintain an efficient railway system. 
He offered some criticism in the sys- 
tem in which the railways had been 
handled by the past administration, 
contending that improvement had 
heen made all along the line, 

The imposition of a provincial in- 
come tax was urged by Mr. Love, who 
contended that this was the fairest 
method of raising revenue, The pre- 
sent system was not giving the best 
results inasmuch as the burden was 
unusually heavy on some, while oth- 
ers escaped. There were some men 
who had large incomes, but owned no 
property and spent most of their 
money in other countries. Such men 
would come under the provisions of 
the income tax and would be made to 
share the burden, 

There were also the University men 
whose earning power was increased 
by their attendance at the University 
which was kept up by the province, 
These men who earned much larger 
salaries as a result of their training 
would be expected to contribute in a 
measure to the upkeep of the province, 

The income tax was suggested by 
Mr. Love last year, but no action was 
taken. 

Mr. Love took exception to the at- 
titude of the Hon, Chas. Mitchell to- 
ward the budget, It was the conten- 
tion that the telephone deficit of 
$140,000 should not be added to the 
general deficit. The telephone was a 
separate enterprise carried by the 
government and should be made to

The legend relates 
a long encounter between St. Pat- 
rick and the Druids when the Saint 
was trapped and killed. He was also 
offered poisoned wine, but he refused 
this and turned the cup over when 
the liquid hardened and the poison 
was removed. He then turmed the 
cup over and drank the wine, and was 
unharmed, 

The Shamrock is the emblem of the 
Irish nationality. As St. Patrick was 
explaining the Christian mystery and 
doctrine of the Holy Trinity, he saw 
a small plant like a clover and picked 
a sprig, This he held up and pointed 
out that although there were three 
complete leaves, taken together — it 
made one perfect leat. As the Sham- 
rock was used by the Pagans before 
this, it is thought that this is also a 
legend, 

St. Patrick was supposed to have 
cleared Treland of all snakes, toads, 
and slimy During Lent he 
chermed the snakes by and 
drove them into the sea. 

St. Patrick died about 498, having 
left Christianity firmly planted in 
Ireland.

Seventeenth 
of Ireland. 


There are several dates which are 
celebrated throughout the English- 
speaking world. None of these are 
more popular than the 17th of March 
which is the anniversary of the death 
of St. Patrick, the patron saint of 
Treland, Something unusual is gen- 
erally expected in Ireland and there- 
fore her patron saint was a Scotch- 
man. 

Like St. George, St. Andrew, St. 
David, St. Denis and other patron 
saints, very little is definitely known 
about St. Patrick. He was born about 
A.D. 387 and came to County Antrim 
when about 16 years of age, and by 
the way County Antrim has been 
noted for its productic’: of saints ever 
since, After spendi. ; about seven 
years in the neighborh-od of Slemish 
mountain, St. Patrick returned to 
Britain and also spent some time in 
Gaul. About A.D, 432 he came back 
to Ireland where he remained until 
his death in 465. 

Previous to the arrival of St. 
’ Patrick, Ireland was paganistic and 
many old customs still survive from 
those times. For instance the super- 
stition about fairies, haunted ruins, 
lucky days, etc., are survivals from 
them. 

St. Patrick labored with great de- 
votion and at his death practically all 
the inhabitants had embraced Chris- 
tianity. 

Of course, like other patron saints 
innumerable legends have grown up 
around the name of St. Patrick. How- 
ever, most people nowadays celebrate 
St. Patrick’s Day, not only in honor 
of a great saint, but also as a remind- 
er of their residence in the Green 
Isle, their native land. Irish people 
never forget the land of their birth 
and their “hearts leap back to Erin’s 
Isle’ every 17th of March. 

With all its troubles, Ireland has 
been noted for witty people, and in 
not a few cases for reckless gaycty, 
such as Lever depicted in “The Man 
for Galway.” 

“To drink a toast, the proctor roast, 
Or bailiff as the case may is 

To kiss your wife or take your life, 
At ten or fifteen paces, 

To keep game cocks, to hunt the fox 
And drink in punch the Solway, 
With debts galore but fun far more 
Oh, that’s the man for Galway.” 


LIVING ON SEEDS 


You sit down to your breakfast and 
begin with porridge—the oatmeal is 
crushed oat seed. You go on with 
toast which is made from the seed of 
wheat, and with these foods you 
drink coffee, which is a decoction of 
the crushed and roasted seed of the 
coffee shrub. 

Has it ever occurred to you to con- 
sider the extent to which seeds enter 
into the diet of the whole human race. 
All our bread is made from seeds, 
either of wheat, barley, rye or maize. 
Eastern races, who do not eat bread 
as much as we do, live largely on the 
seed of the rice plant, boiled instead 
of baked. We ourselves eat enor- 
mous quantities of rice, hoth as a 
vegetable and as a pudding. 

Among our most prized vegetables 
are green peas and broad beans, both 
the green seeds of cultivated plants, 
while dried peas and lentils are used 
for soup and as winter yegelables. 

Cocoa ig also made from a seed, 
and our condiments, with the excep- 
tion of salt, nearly all come from 
seeds, Mustard, pepper and nutineg 
are well known examples. . 

Nuts form a considerable proportion 
of the food of the human race, We 
eat walnuts, chestnuts, Brazil nuts, 
and hazel nuts, which are all seeds of 
different trees. 

But by far the most important of 
nuts is that of the cocoa-palm, from 
which is made margarine and oil, 
and hundreds of tons of which are 
used in the manufacture of cakes and 
sweets.

niles from any settlement in Alberta 
bush country, makes a man size up 
bis supply of provisions, and wonder 
if he will have difficulty in following 
his back trail. 

This is precisely what happened to 
the writer and his partner while on 
a prospecting trip. 

Storm-stayed, they finally ran 80 
low in provisions that they were con: 
pelled to break camp, the snowstorm 
having abated, but after an hour's 
travel the “White Demon” again hurl- 
ed down his tury, resulting in their 
losing the trail and only for the hom- 
ing instinct of a littie sorrel cayuse, 
this prospecting trip might prove dis- 
astrous. 

It was Old George who got us on 
the string by spinning a yarn about 
a lost place mine supposed to be sit- 
uated on the upper forks of the Bra- 
yean river. Also [ must admit the 
eall of the wild, which is an autumn 
malady of mine, was making me rest 
less. When I suggested @ prospecting 
trip to Wilson, who has been my part 
ner on previous expeditions, his ans- 
wer was “Tin ont” 

The morning of October the sixth, 
we left the ranch, and, I might add, 
the last sign of human habitation, 
with the unsurveyed wilderness lying 
before us, each with a saddle horse 
and two packhorses carrying our out- 
fit. 

That evening we reached our first 
obstacle in the form of the broad Sas- 
katchewan river, At this point the 
river is a third of a mile wide, very 
swift and seldom low enough to ford. 

On this occasion it was unusually 
high and dirty, the opposite bank in- 
deed looked a long way — off. We 
pitched our tepee in the shelter of 
some alders near the water's edge 
and were soon snug for the night. 

sefore dark I located a boat cached 
in a clump of spruce which had been 
used earlier in the season by the goy- 
ernment fire rangers. With this we 
could get our outfit across if need be 
and line our horses over by taking 
them one at a time. ; 

Next morning we were up early, 
the smoke from our tepee fire mingl- 
ing with the rising fog from the 
river, By the time “Old Sol” sent his 
first rays down upon our camp ground 
we had everything ready for the move, 
We carried our belongings to the boat 
landing, tested the boat which we 
found in good condition, then turned 
our attention to the horses, At first 
we tried to herd them in but without 
success, and were finally forced to 
resort to the boat, lining them across 
one al a time. 

The task was slow and tedious and 
in some cases required a great deal 
of coaxing; however, if wes accom 
plished, and by the time our camp out- 
fit and saddles were ferried across, 
the cook was again called upon — to 
perform his necessary duties, 

At this point the Saskatchewan 
flows north; a half mile down stream 
the Drazeau river joins the Saskat- 
chewan, flowing in from the west; our 
course lay up the Brazeau.

He then told me of an old Indian 


Fpack trail that followed parallel with 


the river, which, if we could locate 
would take us around the bad mus- 
kegs, but said he doubted if we could 
follow it-as it had been travelled very 
little since the wet years, 

Now to proceed with our trip, Our 
next move was to follow down the 
Saskatchewan till we reach the Bra- 
yea mouths here we found a shallow 
ford and by sundown were working 


our way through the — timber and 


I slashing some miles from the river, 


Presently we came out on a hay 
meadow through which flowed a 
small creeks; here was an ideal place 
ito camp the night, and again we were 
soon enjoying our after supper smoke 
before tho crackling light of the 


camp fire and reviewing the events 
of the day, 

Up to the present time we had 
found no sign of the Indian pack 
rail, but there were game trails 
going in every direction, which bore 
the fresh signs of deer, elk and moose. 

Bach morning our pack horses caus- 
ed us no littie amusement, having been 
taken off the range a few days before 
starting. On being snubbed up and 
packed they were not ready for the 
start until they had their little buck- 
ing exhibition, just to see that the 
packs were bilanced evenly; that 
over they were perfectly respectable. 

On breaking camp the third day we 
took 2 course due west. The country 
was becoming more open but in places 
we were confronted by boggy mus- 
kegs which would be better described 
as moss covered lakes dotted with 
serub spruce and tamarac. It was 
while skirting one of these muskegs 
that we stumbled upon the Indian 
pack trail; this we followed without 
much difficulty for several miles. 

At some early date it had seen much 
travel for even on the hard pine 
ridges the trail was worn quite deep, 
but there was very little sign of axe 
work. £ noticed that the old blazing 
on the poplar and pine had grown 
in till hardly discernible. 

Half a century ago the Brazeau 
country was one of the chief hunting 
groulids of the Stoney Indians, but 
after the Hudson's Bay Company aban- 
doned their Rocky Mountain House 
post the Indians found this locality 
too remote from a base of supplies, 
so that only a few that were well 
equipped ever ventured — into this 
wilderness, 

Occasionally when riding along the 
old trail we would notice the decayed 
remains of dead falls, What a tale 
these old signs could disclose if they 
could only speak! i 

The Stoney Indians bore the repu- 
tation of being the best hunters 
among our Canadian aborigines. 

I have listened to these old bronze 
warriors telling of close quarter com- 
bat with the King of the Rockies, the 
grizzly, armed with a muzzle loader 
and assisted by their faithful dogs. 
Mr. Grizzly had a stiff proposition to 
cope with and usually came out sec- 
ond best, but as frequently happened, 
not without giving his antagonist a 
sear he bore for life. 

To the southwest we could hear 
the dull roar of the rapids on the 
Brazeaus our trail seemed to be work- 
ing nearer the river, the roar becom- 
ing more distinct as we travelled 
along. Suddenly on emerging from 
some thick serub  spruee through 
which we had been 


feet below us raced the Brazeau in 
a wild, seething turmoil among huge 
boulders, 

On investigating we found that the 
bank had caved away carrying fifteen 
or twenty feet of the trail with it, but 
by cutting a few trees we circled 
around, taking up the trail again be- 
yond the landslide. 

Being in the lead the incident gave 
me quite a thrill, as, owing to the 
dense spruce through which we had 
been travelling,, my horse was on the 
very brink of the cliff before T realized 
it. Had the bank given way—Well! 
T underwent the ordeal in the form of 
a dandy nightmare that following 
night, and consequently some very 
personal remarks from Wilson, who, 
on being aroused from a sound sleep 
by my yell, thought we were being 
attacked denizen of the 
wilds with a craving for human diet. 

We travelled until late that night 
finding

in hope of a good feeding 
ground for the horses, but were fin- 
ally compelled to stop) by a litte 
ereck in the timber, 

There being very little grass, we 
decided to picket two of the horses, 
leaving the others loose, and in. re- 
turn for our aet of humanity discov. 
ered next morning that our loose 
horses had beaten it back (but fortu- 
nately we overtook them about a mile 
from camp). 

Although this caused us some delay 
our trail was easily followed and by 
evening we had covered a good fif- 
teen miles. 

Here we camped on a big hay flat 
where a large creek flowed into the 
Brazeau, We had no sooner got our 
camp established than it started to 
rain, which lasted for three days. 

The morning of the fourth day 
broke clear, so we again packed up. 
Owing to the heavy rain we found 
brimming full, some of 
which we had difficulty in crossing, 
On one occasion the pack horse to 


the creeks 


whom we had consigned the care of! 
our precious grub, found a deep hole, 
With the result that horse and grub 
were for a moment submerged, 

This was an unfortunate mishap, 
for our salt and sugar suffered very 
much, to say nothing of the mess to| 
the rest of our stult, but 1 was indeed | 
glad that Thad taken tho preeaution 


travelling, we 
found ourselves on the very brink of 
a cutbank, our trail ending abruptly 
on the edge, and a hundred and fifty 


of filling a beer bottle with matches 
which was well corked; to find one- 
self stranded in this country without 
matches would surely be a calamity. 

I have always laughed at the super- 
stition about Friday being unlucky, 
but just in a casual way I might men- 
tion that it was on a Friday that this 
mishap occurred and others followed, 
which of course was just a coinci- 
dence (2)—Absurd to think other- 
wise! 

However we had only travelled a 
short distance when we discovered 
we were following a moose trail that 
we were following a moose trail that 
landed us into heavy log slashing, 
through which it was impossible to 
get our horses, so we retraced our 
trail and then branched off, angling 
to the left in the direction of the 
Brazeau, feeling sure that we would 
come upon the pack trail at any mo- 
ment. 

We covered several miles in this 
direction but found no sign of the 
trail; the question was, could we have 
crossed it in some opening and not 
noticed it? Then again, where was 
the Brazeau? It too, had stolen a 
march on us. 

As the sun was sinking low in the 
western sky, we began to look for a 
suitable spot to camp for the night; 
finally we came upon a little creek 
and meadow. Here we pitched camp. 

On rising next morning we were 
amazed to find the ground covered 
with snow and big flakes falling; by 
noon it was a howling blizzard, I 
surely felt sorry for the horses, all 
being on picket as we had learned 
one lesson by leaving them loose. 
There they stood with their tails to 
the storm, backs humped and heads 
lowered; when they saw me approach 
they greeted me with a hollow whinny, 
their bodies trembling with the cold. 

But we were not much better off, 
as owing to the heavy atmosphere 


the tepee smoked horribly; also the 
melting snow on the sides caused it to 
leak all over. 

When the smoke become unbear- 
able, we would throw open the flaps 
and consequently nearly freeze, for
